Congress Has no Right to Demand 
Production of Private. Papers, 
Books, Etc., Ete. 


Sax Francisco, August 29.—Justice Field, 
of the United States supreme court, delivered 
his opinion this morning in the matter of the 
petition of the Pacific railway commission to 
compel Senator Leland Stanford to answer the 
commission's questions respecting the mauage- 
ment of the Central Pacific railway, and par- 
ticularly to explain certain vouchers of the 
railway company, and whether any money re- 
presented in certain unexplained vouchers was 
used to influence national or state legislation, 

The matter was argued before Justice Field, 
sitting with United States Circuit Judge faw- 
yer and United States District Judges Hoff- 
man and Sabin, last Monday. Thechief ques- 


tion raised was to determine the power of the 


railway commission to compel the witnesses in 
question to answer their qaestions. The deci- 
sion of Justice Field was as follows: 

The motion for peremptory order of the witness's 
interrogatories printed by the railroad commission 
has Neen fully argvei, and everything that could 
be said in its favor has been ably presented by the 
United States attorney, either in oral or printed 
argument. In resting, the motion the counsel of 
respondent have not confined themselves to the dis- 
cussion of the propriety and necessity of the inter- 
rogatories, and the sufficiency of the answers given 
by him, but they have atsailed the validity of the 
act creating the eommission, so far as it 
authorives an examination into the private affairs 
of the directors, officersand employes of the Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad company, and confers the right 
to invoke the power of federal cour's in aid of the 
generai investigation ordered, Impressed. by the 
eravity of the questions presented, we bave given 
to them all the consideration in our power. The 
Pacific railway commissicn, created under 
tof March 8, 1887, is nota judicial body. It 
~casosacs no judicial power. It can determine no 
Tight to the government or of the COMPANIES whose 
affairs it investigate. These rights will remain a 
subiect of judicial inquiry and dejermination as 

aliv astuouch the commission had never been 
created, and in such inquiry its report te rea Pi 
dent of its action will not be admissible as evi dnee 
of any matters investigated. It 1s more a matter 
of incuiry directed to obtain information upon cer- 
tain matters than to the result of its investigation 
tothe president, also to lay the same beiore con- 
gress, In the progress of its Investigation and in 
furtherance of them it is, om terms, autuorized to 
invoke the aid of the courts of the United States in 
requiring the attendance and testimony of witnes=es 
and their production of book, papers and 

“ments; and the act provides that a circuit or 
district court of the United States, with’ the juris- 
diction of which oceurs the contumacy or refusal of 
any person toolcy a subpoena to him, may issue 
an order requiring such persons to appear before 
the commissioners and produce the books and papers 
and zive evidence touching the matters In question. 
Of all the rights of a citizen few are of greater im- 
portance or more esseni a to his peace and happi- 
neas than the right of personal security, and that 
inyolyes not merely the protection of his person 
from assault, but exemption of his private affairs 
books and payers from inspection and scrutiny of 
others. Without the enjoyment of this right, all 
ether richts woul lose half their value. 

The law provides for compulsory production in 
the progress of judicial proceedings or by direct suit 
for that purpose, of such documents as affect the 
interest of others, and also in certain cases for the 
seizure of criminating papers necessary for the 
prorecution of offenders against An ag? ioe and 
only in one of these ways can they be obtain a and 
their contents made known against the will of the 
owners.

Land Restored to Settiement—Prepayment 
of Interest—Revenue Keceipts, Etc. 

Wasuinetox, August 29.—Acting Land 
Commissioner Stocksiager has issued the nee- 
essary instructions te carry into effect Secreta- 
ry Lamarc's recent order restoring to settle- 
ment and entry certain railroad indemnity 
lands, among others the following: Alabama 
and Chattanooge road, Alabama, about 2,500 
acres, covered by unapproved selections;

WORK OF THE FLAMES. 


Destruction of Works of the Anchor Manu- 
facturing Company. 

Derroit, August 29.—Early this morning at 
Delray. eight miles west.of here, fire broke out 
in the dry kiln ef the Anchor Manufacturing 
company. The alarm was given just as the 
men were about to begin work, and fire extin- 
guishing apparatus was brought into immediate 
use. The buildings were filled with shavings 
and other inflammable matter used in making 
barrels, and the flames spread rapidly. An 
extra engine was sent from this city, but near- 
ly all the buildings are on fire ake is proba- 
bly too late to save anything. The loss will be 
from $250,000 to $300,000. The business of the 
Anchor Manufacturing company is the making 
of the one-stave barrel and kindred cooperage 
and heading supplies. It is a very extensive 
a and employs about four hundred 
iahnds, 

Later dispatches savs that the works of the 
Anchor Manufacturing company located on 
Rouge river, eight miles west of this city,were 
almost completely destroyed. Three times the 
railroad bridge over the river was on fire. <A 
big sheet of flames shot across the railroad 
track and caught fire tocars that were stand- 
ing on the side. About fifty feet of the track 
was twisted so as to preyent traffic until a new 
track can be laid. A valuable lot of lumber 
for use in the building of the new Michigan 
Central bridge was destroyed. 

‘T'wo engines.sent from Detroit saved the 
new hoop mill and the boiler rooms. The 
Lake Shore has resumed business and the 
other railroad uses the Lake Shore track. The 
losses aggregate $240,000, The company re- 
cently passed into the control of Peter Have- 
meyer & Sons, of New York. Four hundred 
hands are thrown out of. employment. The 
insnrance is $60,000. The works will be rebuilt 
at once with brick.

Cureaco, August 29.—The instruments of 
the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph company 
were reinoved from the board of trade room 
late Saturday afternoon, because the company 
were slow in complying with the request of the 
board, that they discontinue furnishing wires 
for W. H. Epley & Co., and Hodgen, Miller & 
Co., to disseminate quotations to ‘‘bucket’’ 
shops. This morning the Baltimore and Ohio 
operators were refused admittance to the ex- 
change hall until 11 o’elock, when Superin- 
dent Clark. of the Baltimore and Ohio,notified 
President Wright they had removed the wires 
as requested. 

Their instruments were immediately replac- 
ed and business resumed. 

The Postal and Western Union wires, to the 
number of six, that run from Wiley, Straw- 
bridge & Co,’s ojiice to ‘bucket’ shops all over 
the country, were cut this morning. This left 
the leiter firm, which is said to be the head- 
quarters for the largest *‘bucket”’ shops out- 
side of this city, without wires to disseminate 
their quotations. The city authorities have 
also cut overhead wires leading from all bucket 
shops in the city. The work consummated to-

CASUALTIES OF THURSDAY'S BATTLE. 


A Warrant for Murder Sworn Out Against 
pated From the Indians. 


Dexver, Col., Augnst 29.—A telegram from 
Meeker, by way of Glenwood, says. informa 
tion has been received that at Thiursday’s bat- 
tle with Colorow there were five whites killed, 
instead of two, and four wounded. Seven In- 
dians and two squaws were killed and five 
wounded. There has been no fighting singe 
Thursday, but over six hundred Indians are 
camped within six miles. The, Indians are 
ready to fight at the least provocation. The 
loss of nearly three hundred ponies and their 
squaws has made them wild and they are 
thirsting for revenge. Colorow, it is reported, 
says he can get— 

‘Heap young bucks from White river; heap 
Uncompahgre; heap Navago, who are young 
and want heap fight, and unless whites go 
back Colorow send for them.” 

If he should and make an attack the militia 
and. settlers estimate it would take the com- 


bined efforts 5f two thousand regulars to drive.

Adjutant-General United States army, 
Washington, D. ©€.—The following has just 
been received, dated: 

Fort Ducnresxe, Utah, Aticust 27.—To assistant- 
adjutant general department of the Platte, Omaha, 
Neb.—The following has been received from Lien- 
tenant Bure, Ninth cavalry, who, with. twelve 
troopers, was sent by_ request of Indian Agent 
Byrnes to prevent the invasion of the In- 
dian reservation by the Colorado state troops 
and cowboys, near the border, 

“August 26, 4:45 P. m.—Colonel Byrnes, Indian 
Agent.—The Celorado militia, under Major Leslie, 
and some cowboys su rised Colorow’s camp at 
about 6a. m. yesierday,nfterhaying assured Colorow 
at Wolf Creek the day before that they would be al- 
lowed to go back tothe reservation unmolested. 
The attack wasa comylete surprise tothe Indians. 
One chief was killed and one man and one woman 
slightly wounded, The Indians returned the fire 
killing one cowboy, wounding three others, and 
mortally wounded three militia soldiers. I talked 
with Major Leslie this forenoon, explaining the situ- 
ation to him, and cameto an un suahaaaibenr: He 
assured mé he would not cross the reservation line 
without orders aut ty. 
I ent «6 Kendail, 
giving him your meee; that if he had any 
warrants to serve to serve them through you. This 
was ip reply toa letter from himiu regard to war- 
rants in his possession for Colorow and others, I am 
satisfied that my presence prevented serious fighting 
and much loss of life, thanks to the influence of 
Interpreter Curtis. The Indians—Ungaskee, Wass, 
Cavanaugh, and many others—-want peace, if possi- 
ble, or, then, war to the knife. I think. the trouble 
is over. Most of the Indians left at once to see you. 
I will camp tonight about twenty-five miles from 
the agency, and come in tomorrow if nothing pre- 
vents, “GEORGE R. BURNETT, 

First Lieutenant 9th Cavalry.”’ 

Agent Byrnes has shown great diseretion con- 
stautly. He has the confidence of his Indians per- 
fectly and if they are not attacked on their reserva- 
tion will hold them securely. They are well armed 
and superbly mounted. None of those who bave 
lived on the reservation went to Coloraw's assist- 
ance until after the attack. Itis reported by Bur- 
nett, that now he is on the reservation. If further 
pursuit is made by the Colorado troops they will stay 
with him andmake a-terrible tale of bloodshed. 
The tribe is armed and preparing for the defensive.

The Discovery Made by Passengers on a 
Wrecked Train.

The News From All Parts of 
Europe. 


DEBATE IN THEHOUSE OF COMMONS. 


On the Irish Estimates—A Great Land 
League Meeting—The French Mab- 
ilization Scheme--Other News. 


Loypor, August 29.—In the house of com- 
mons this evening, on a motion to grant £762,- 
315 for the purpose of completing the credit 
for the Irish police service, Mr. Dillon protest- 
ed against the constant increase of the @X Deéh- 
ses of the police in Ireland. Although the 
population had decreased 200,000 since 1880, 
the cost of the police service had increased 
over £250,000. This waste of the public money 
was not due tocrime. A monstrous.and cor- 
rupt police force was kept up to evade the pro- 
visions of the mutiny act by maintaining a 
larger military force than was sanctioned by 
parliament. The law was not enforced and 
rents were not collected and the only effect of 
employing the police was to create wide spread 
disaffection and to.exasperate the people. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, said 
he would not deny that the cost of the police 
force of Ireland was largely in excessof that of 
England. He asserted that the responsibility 
for this state of affairs rested on those who 
were doing their best to foment the discontent 
in Ireland. 

Mr. Sexton said he believed that Ireland 
was the only country in the world where, with 
a steady decreasing population, there existed’ a 
steadily increasing police force to everawe the 
people. 

Mr. Dillon asked on what principle the two 
resident magistrates, to try William O’Brien 
would be selected by the government, and 
when their names would be announced. 

Colonel King Harmon, undersecretary for 
Ireland, said the case would be tried b magis- 
trates in the usual way and in conbanmlé’ with 
the crimes act, but that it was not customary 
to announce the names of the magistrates in 
such cases.

The Senate Reconsiders the 
Dean Bill. 


FUNDING BILL PASSED BY THE: SENATE. 


Routine Work tn Roth Branches of the Leg- 
isiature—Some Important New 
Bills—Other State News. 


Atter the reading of the journal in the sen 
ate yesterday, Mr. Dean rose and moved to 
reconsider the vote by which the senate in- 
definitely postponed the bill providing for the 
sale of the Western and Atlantic railroad.

A Tragic Murder Reported From 
Lowndes County. 


IKE WEAVER KILLED BY JAKE NELSON’ 


How the Trouble Originated—On a Spree at 
a House of It) Fame—The Murder- 
er Makes His Escape. 


Vatposta, Ga., August 29.—[Special.]—-The 
Nelson-Weaver tragedy has created considera- 
ble excitement in this county. Alexander 
Bunice, justice of the peace, held an inquest 
over the body of Weaver.. The jury, after ex- 


‘amining three or four witnesses, agreed on & 


verdict, charging Jack Nelson with the mur- 
der of Ike Weaver. 

The testimony as brought out by ‘2e inves- 
tigation showed clearly that Nelson shot 
Weaver without any provocation whatever. 
Nelson, who is a yoang man about twenty-one 
years old, met Weaver, his friend and com- 
panion, at.ahouse of ill fame, kept by Mary 
Cribbs, on. Lewis Ayre’s plantation, eight 
miles north of Valdosta, All the witnesses 
testified that Nelson was drinking, One said 
that Weaver was also under the influence of 
liquor, though this was denied by some of the 
eye witnesses. Nelson and Weaver got into 
an altercation about some trivial matter, when 
Weaver gave Nelson the lie. Nelson said: 

“Weaver, you called me a liar, and you must 
take it back.” 

“I won’t do it,”’ replied Weaver. 

“Damn you, I'll shoot you,” answered Nel- 
son, and no sooner said than Nelson drew his 
pistol from his hip-pocket and fired upon 
Weaver, inflicting a mortal wound in his left 
breast. 

Weaver expired. without saying a word. 
Nelson has fled the country and gone to parts 
unknown. He is a wild, dissipated young 
man and has always been a source of trouble 
and annoyance to his father, Mr. Marion Nel- 
son. The deceased was looked upon as @ 
sober and industrious man. He has few rela- 
tivesin this section of the state, and there is 
no one to take an active part in the prosect- 
tion of his assailant. 


NANCY HART. 


Some Interesting Incidents of the Female 
Revolutionist. 

ELBERTON, Ga., Angust 29,—[Special,]|— 
Your correspondent has recently collected to- 
gether an account of Nancy Hart, of revolu- 
tionary fame, who resided in whatis now El- 
bert county. A short account of this gallant 
female patriot will doubtless be of some in- 
terest. ‘Nancy Hart is described as being 
among the bravest of the brave, six feet high, 
very museular and erect in her gait. In 
dwelling upon the hardships of the revolution, 
the perfidy of the tories and her frequent ad- 
ventures with them, she never failed to be- 
come much excited.

Among the anecdotes told concerning her is 


the following: 

On one evening she was at home with her 
children, sitting around a log fire, boiling soap 
in a large pet over the fire. Nancy was en- 
gaged in telling her children the latest news of 
the war. The house was a log one, with great 
cracks, and one of the children discovered a 
tory peeping through the crack. Nancy never 
paid any attention to the tory until she got 
the water real hot, when she poured it through 
the crack into the fellow’s eyes. She 
then went outside and amused herself 
at his expense. Another, probably more 
thrilling, story concerning \Nancy 
Hart was published several years 
ago in the Yorkville, 5.{C.,Pioneer, and which 
gives a good description of her characteristics 
and her hatred te the tories and love for the 
whigs. She was always prepared for the tories 
as they would frequently ransack that part of 
the country in the days of the revolution, it 
being thinly settled, but they always left her 
home worse off than whenthey came, as she 
always ‘‘fixedthem’’ she said, whenever they 
came. Nancy Hart and her husband lived on 
Broad river and up to afew years ago an old 
apple orchard pointed the place where the 
housestood. She was most remarkable for 
her military feats and had professed high tone 
ideas of liberty. Nancy said she would prove 
herself a friend to her country “‘to do or die.” 
All whigs had to hide or be hung. ‘The lily- 
colored Mr. Hart was not the last to seek safe- 
ty in the cancbrake with his neighvors. Mrs. 
Hart was not of that sort. She vowed that 
she would not flinch one inch from a tory. 
They gave her a call one day, and sitting 
down at her tabl¢ ordered a repast. They stack- 
ed'arms and beyan to make themselves at home. 
Nancy seized a gun, cocked it, and with a 
blazing oath declared that sh® would blow the 
brains out of the first mortal who would rise or 
taste a mouthful, and turning to her son, said: 
‘Go and tell the whigs that | have taken six 
base tories.’’? They were badly worried at this, 
but after punishment.of scare, they were re- 
leased. On one oceasion during the war she 
became engaged in a conversation with a tory, 
seized his gun and marched him into an Amer- 
can fort where he was taken as a prisoner. 
During the revolution she was frequently of 
much service in aiding the whigs, and she gave 
the tories much trouble. Wmle Nancy was 
such a good patriot, itis said she was a bad 
wife. ‘Phe spot where she resided was pointed 
out by an old setilor in 1838, with the remark: 
‘‘Poor Nancy, she was a honey of a patriot 
but the devil of a wife.”

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
for the week under review has been slug- 
gish, and restrieted almost wholly to the 
brokers and regular operators on the floor of 
the cotton exchange, attracting very little 
attention from outside parties, The feature 
of the week was the sharp advance on Sat- 
urday last, on a demand to cover contracts, 
arising from the belfef that ‘‘bear’’ influ- 
ences had been exhausted for the present. 
Monday and Tuesday saw the loss of part of 
this advance under sales to realize. For- 
eign advices and crop accounts had little ef- 
fect, because not very decided in their char- 
acter; but the increased receipts at the 
ports were a depressing influence on Mon- 
day. 

Thursday, notices were freely issued for 
deliveries on August contracts, with a very 
depressing effect upon options for this 
month and weakening the whole market, to 
which the fall of needed rains in Texas and 
liberal receipts at Galveston in some degree 
contributed. Friday there was a further de- 
cline, and a very unsettled feeling, Cotton 
on the spot has met with a good demand for 
export and home consumption, and quo- 
tations were advanced on Saturday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday—1-16 cent each day. Friday 
prices receded 1-16 cent, middling uplands 
closing at 9 13-16 cents. 

The Chronicle’s weather reports indicate 
that beneficial rains have fallen in portions 
of Texas during-the week, but that at some 
points the drouth continues. The corre- 
spondent at Columbia, Texas, reports that 
in consequence of showery weather cater- 
pillars have become numerous and are doing 
much damage. At other points in the 
south the conditions have been fairly favor- 
able. Picking is progressing finely.

More Railroad Regulation. 

When congress was considering the inter- 
state commerce act it was predicted by 
those who opposed the measure that if it 
became a law it would be only the begin- 
ning of federal interference in the manage- 
ment of railroads.. It is certain that an at- 
tempt to confer fuller powers on the inter- 
state commerce commission will be made at 
the next session of congress. Senator Rea- 
gan, the ancient agitator of this question, 
has announced his intention to propose 
some repairs to the bill. Several of its sec- 
tions, in the opinion of the Texas states- 
man, need tinkering and he is ready to take 
the job. 

Another railroad regulator with advanced 
ideas has appeared in the person of Senator 
Butler, of South Carolipa. Thesenator was 
one of the most determined opponents of 
the bill and voted against it to the last. He 
says he still thinks congress has no jurisdic- 
tion over the railroads, but that since the 
power to regulate them has been assumed 
he is in favor of using it to the b@st advan- 
tage possible. On his way to Washington 
last week Senator Butler was severely shak- 
en up ina railroad accident and some of his 
old opinions were jostled out of place. Soon 
after his arrival at the capital he was inter- 
viewed onthe subject of recent railroad 
accidents and he expressed his views quite 
freely. 

The senator said: 

‘In the first place, there is too much red tape in 
the so-callei system management. The responsible 
management is tco far removed from the operations, 
and have not sufficient familiarity with the employ- 
es or cond:tions. In the second p a7e, the railroad 
companies, many ofthem, work their employes to 
death on inadequate pay. Some plan ought to be 
devised which would prevyentany company from 
working its employes more than twelve hours con- 
secutively. Some of them I learn run the engineers, 
firemen and conductors six‘een or seventeen hours 
consecutively without intermission for resting. Hu- 
man nature can’tstandit. The result is the poor 
man goes to sleep on duty, and when an accident 
occurs is made the scapegoat. Itis inhuman and 
wrong and the railroad authorities ought to be held 
to a stricter accountability.” 

Senator Butler proposes to embody a 
remedy for these evils in the interstate act. 
He would make ita penal offense for the 
managers of railroads to work any employe 
engaged in running trains more than ten 
or twelve hours a day. He says the gov- 
ernment regulates steamboat travel so far as 
to prescribe the number of passengers a boat 
may carry and on several other important 
points. There is no reason apparent to the 
senator why railroads should not be subject- 
ed to similar regulation. Senator Butler, 
like Senator Reagan, has always been a 
very strict constructionist of the constitu- 
tion and a valiant champion of state rights. 
Senator Reagan long ago persuaded himself 
that interstate commerce regulation is en- 
tirely consistent with his’ theories of state 
and federal power. Senator Butler does not 
appear to have reached this point, but he 
says that since congress has gone into the 
railroad regulation business it ought to make 
it amount to something. 


It may be stated as a fact that Governor 
Hill, of New York, has no sympathy with 
any movement that antagonizes the renom- 
ination and re-election of President Cleve- 
land.

When the money was promptly 
ald, the kidnapped persons were usually released, 
ac to promise; but in many instances a 
fresh demand was made, followed by another, 
and another as long as there were the 
prospect of further gain. . 

A BLOOD-CURDLING TALE. 

One of the most celebra‘ed cases of this kind was 
that of General Cervantes, which occurred, I be- 
lieve, in 1874. He was a prominent politician, in 
the prime of life, belonging to a family of great 
wealth and influence, and the miscreants who cap- 
tured him well knew that his ;eople would moye 
heaven and earth for his release. Well, days and 
weeks went by, and though the country was 
scoured for-the missing man no trace of him was 
d‘scovered, or was likely to be so Jong asa per ny 
could be gained by his retension, His family spent 
thousands of dollars in the vain search, and in re- 
peatedly depositing large sums of money for his 
Tansom, as indicated by mysterious placards, until 
they were completely impoverished; and then, 
moved by the tears of his di tracted young wite and 
the prayers of his aged mother, the government of- 
fered a considerable amount for his restoration. 
Byt still no Cervantes appeared. At last, by the 
merest accident, he was diseovered—in the heart 
of the populous city an] within a stone’s throw of 
his own dwelling—under the floor of a deserted 
hou;e, lying flat upon his back in a place barely 
wide enough to hold him, gagged, bound hand and 
foot, with several well-sharpened dagvers thrust 
within a hairs breadth of his body so that if he 
should have stirred they would have pierced him. 
Having r-mained long in this terrible condition he 
was barely alive when found, ani it was only afer 
weeks of careful nursing, during which time he lay 
speechless and his life hung by a thread, that he 
was able to te:l of his adyentures; and meantime, 
of course, the miscreants had ample opportunity to 
escape.

MR. M’DANIEL’S FAMILY. 

In 1863, Mr. -McDaniel’s wife died. . The 
family consisted of Henry D., who afterwards 
became governor of Georgia; Ira Oliver, who 
lives on the farm at Altoona; Sanders, who 
was killed during the war at the battle of 
Mouocacy, in Maryland, and Egbert Bald- 
Win, ‘who lives in Montgomery, 
Ala., where he holds the place of car account- 
ant on the Atianta and Montgomery railroad. 
Bome years after the death of his wife, he 
paid a visit to his old home in Pendleton dis- 
trict, South Carolina, where he meta lady 
whom he had remembered since his boyhood. 
She had married Colonel Samuel M. Wilkes, 
who was killed at the battle of Manassas, and 
was thusa widow when Mr. McDaniel met 
her azain. The couple were married, and 
seitied on the farm near Altoona, while Mrs. 
MeDaniel’s only son, 8. W. Wilkes, settled in

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A PROHIBITION CONTEST. 


The Election to Be Held Probably on the 
26th of November. 

There will be a prohibitionist election in At 
lanta this fall. That is a settled fact. 

Early yesterday afternoon it was noticed that 
an unusually large number of prominent citi- 
zens were about the corridors of the 
Kimball house, and an _ investigation 
showed that there was something out of 
the usual order of things goingon. One by 
one these gentlemen went to room 104 and it 
was not long before the room was filled. 

A count. of noses showed that all those 
present were anti-prohibitionists. 

There were present prominent, state county 
and city officials, prominent merchants, law- 
yers, and men in every walk of life—the men, 
in short, who were prominent as anti-prohi- 
bitionists in the last campaign. All 
the proceedings were secret, the 
meeting being held with locked doors. There 
are many rumors afloat, however, and the re- 
sult of the deliberations is pretty well known. 

it is said that Senator Brown presided. The 
question of the feasibility of holding an elec- 
tion this year was discussed at length, and it 
was finally decided that the anti-prohibition 
cause should be pushed with all the vigor pos- 
sible, and an election should be held at the 
earliest possible date. 

There was considerable discussion as to 
whether the election can be held on November 
2ith, or just what is the date contemplated by 
the law. It will be held om the 20th, or with- 
in a few days thereafter. 

The question of money was discussed at 

length. Several plans were presented for 
raising the funds necessary for a vigorous 
prosecution of the campaign and it is ramored 
that quite a large sum was 
pledged then and there. One gentleman is 
said to have pledged ten thousand dollars. It 
is thought that a good deal of money can be 
raised in Atlanta, and that this will be in- 
creased by liberal contributions from outside 
SOUFCes, 
_ Aplan of campaign, which embraces the 
immediate appointment of a working execu- 
tive committee, with members from each ward 
and militia district, was determined upon. 
Lists, asking the ordinary to order an election, 
will be out for signatures in a few days.

Meet to Take Action. 


A ‘VISIT TO THE PIEDMONT PARK. 


What the Young Men Are Doing—Enthusi- 
astic Letters From Different Parts 
of the State—Friday’s Meeting. 


It is forty-one days from this morning,includ- 
ing Sundays, until the gates of the Piedmont 
Exposition will be opened to the public. 


The Southern Passenger Agents. 

The southern passenger agents met in con- 
vention yesterday to complete arrangements 
for low rates to the Piedmont Exposition. 
They were in session most of the day and their 
arrangements were perfected. 

At half past four o’clock the directors of the 
exposition visited the committee rooms and re- 
quested the members of the convention to 
take a drive to Piedmont park and examine 
the exposition buildings. The invitation was 
accepted and in a few minutes the convention 
was on wheels. 

Arrived at the park a short drive was taken 
and the carriages halted at the main building. 
In one corner of the building lunch was served, 
At the clo®% of the lunch President Collier 
proposed a toast ‘‘To the passenger agents, 
whose earnest and cordial ¢o-operation had 
assured the success of the exposition.”’ This 
was drank amid applause and Mr. James L. 
Taylor, of the Richmond and Danville line, 
was called for response, 


Mr. Taylor stated that he was amazed at the 
scope of the exposition, at the work that had 
been done and the work that was yet to do. 
He did not believe any city in the country, ex- 
eept Atlanta, would have undertaken so vast @ 
job in so shortatime. The passenger agents 
had given lower rates to this exposition than 
any other because they were all interested in 
its success, and realized th@ vast benefits it 
would bring to the south. They would con- 
tinue to co-operate cordially with the directors 
of the exposition and would meet their wishes 
in every possible way. His line was then or- 

anizin 10onster excursions from western 

ennsylvahia and central New York, in which 
they had the hearty co-operation of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. He fourid large numbers of 
people in those cities who wanted to come 
south to inspect the coun and look for 
homes. The Piedmont Air-Line considered 
the exposition its namesake and would do all 
in its power to foster it. 

Colonel Whitehead, of the Central road, was 
then called for and forced to the front as the 
man who had struck the paralyzing blow for 
low rates to the exposition. Colonel White- 
head said that the Central road, in proposing 
& maximum rate of three dollars, had simply 
done what it believed to be best for the inter- 
est of the south. It was the policy of the Cen- 
tral to foster cities along its line, and he would 
do all in his power to make the exposition the 
grand success foreshadowed by Atlanta’s en- 
terprise and cones - He added that he 
proposed to make his tickets good 
rfor the whole two weeks of the 
exposition and not to limit them to five days, 
and he had no doubt that his fellow passenger 
agents would unite on the same basis. At- 
lanta would have a great exposition, and there 
was no use in hurrying visitorsaway. He had 
ordered the Central railroad tickets good for 
any date, from October 10th to the 22d, and 
thought the other lines would do the same. 

Colonel Gabbett, of the West Point road, be- 
ing called on, stated that he dared not 
interfere ix a passenger agents’ convention, as 
that was cut of his domain, but that the West 
Point road would co-operate heartily in all 
that tended to advance the interest of the ex- 
gi pow He represented a short line, but it 

ad one policy by which it was guided—to do 
right. He was astonished at the growth of the 
exposition, and felt sure it would bea great 
snecess. 

Commissioner Slaughter was called on asthe 
man who had started the low. rate, and*who 
had worked night and day to extend the area 
and perfect the system. In replying Mr. 
Slaughter said he was not a talking man, but 
he felt sure the rate of one cent a mile would 
be extended into the northwest as far as Chi- 
cago, and into the southwest as far as Dallas, 
Texas. New roads were coming into the 
agreement every day,and he felt confident 
that a uniform rate of one cent per mile would 
be established this side of the Mississippi river 
and up to Chicago,and that the Texas rate 
would be half fare, if nothing better.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the “Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, August 20—Wheat was regarded as un- 
ceriain siuff eatly today. The final and complete 
eollapse of the San Francisco wheat corner was & 
strong elamentof the bear side. Reports from the 
northwest contained much about dirty wheat and 
about a disappointing yield in Dakota and else- 
where. September opened %<c lower, but in thirty 
minutes it was selling at 68%4c—only 4c under Sat- 
urday’s close. Asthe session advanced a decided 
interest was taken in the visible supply statement.

Corn also opened weak and at lower prices. There 
was considerable nervousness for an hour, but prices 
soon rallied under a fair demand, and September 
started at 40°<c, seld up to dlc and steadied before 
noon at 4074c—the closing priee of Saturday. May 
first sold at 44%c—%c under the close, but later sold 
up slowly to 44%c—the last price of the week. The 
visible supply statement announced an increase of 
of 250,000 bushels for the week, and it hada discour- 
aging effect on buyers, and there was a decline to 
the close. September closed at 40\c, or Ye under 
Saturday: May reached 45c for the highest point 
and closed at i434¢, or 4¢e under Saturday’s closing. 

Oats were slow and heavy. Speculative orders 
were light, and the shipping demand was hardly 
adequate to the supply. September opened at 24)<c, 
sold to 24)<¢ and closed at 24. 

Provisions exhibited a quiet and easy feeling, and 
there were no important changes to note. A few 
orders from the outside tended to a steadier feeling 
early, and slightly improved prices were paid in 
some cases, but outside figures were not fully sup- 
ported to the clese. Offerings of all descriptions 
were moderate, and there was no particular pressure 
to sell,and the demand was confined to providing 
for a few contracts or transfers from September to 
October delivery at the current difference. The re- 
ceipts of products were not very large, and thes ~ 
ments of all kinds quite liberal and widely distri 
Eastern and foreign markets exhibited no 
particular change.

COURT AND CAPITAL. 


What Was Done in the Various 
Departments Yesterday. 


M’DANIEL TO REPRESENT GEORGIA 


At the Constitutional Centennial in Phila~- 
delphia Next Month—Other Mat- 
ters of Interest Noted. 


Governor Gordon communicated the news 
of Judge Hall’s death to the general assembly 
in an official manner yesterday, and ordered 
his private secretary, Judge Nisbet, to accom- 
pany the remains to their last resting place. 
During the day, Ex-Governor McDaniel was 
appointed commissioner to represent Georgia 
at the constitutional centennial celebration at 
Philadelphia in September. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 

THE REUNION of the 8th Georgia regiment 
takes place today at Rome. For several days 
Governor Gordon has desired to so arrange 
matters as to be able to be present, and he did 
not positively refuse the invitation until yes- 
terdayafternoon. He then informed Colonel 
John R. Towers, the old colonel of the regi 
ment, that owing to the meeting of the capitol 
commission today, he would not be able to be 
present. The reunion will be largely attended, 
and the governor regrets his inability to be 
with the survivors and their friends. 

THE STATE DEPARTMENTS were not closed 

esterday on account of the death of Associate 
Sustice all. Bat the apes took the 
— method of showing his respect for the 

istinguished dead by naming his private sec- 
retary as the party to accompany the remains 
to their last resting place. Judge Nisbet, the 
secretary, went down te Macon with the re- 
mains on the early noon train, and will be 
present at the interment. The governor com- 
municated the death of the associate justice in 
an official manner ~to the general assembly. 
The various messages and orders upon the 
subject will be found elsewhere. 

THE GOVERNOR ORDERED the reward of one 
hundred dollars to be paid yesterday to H. L. 
Johnston for the arrest and delivery of Joe 
White, colored, wanted in Campbell county 
for the murder of Charley Phillips, who was 
killed on July 2nd, 1887. The governor signed 
one bill yesterday, an actto amend an act 
incorporating the Romeand Carrollton Rail- 
road company, by changing its name. The 

overnor also issued a warrant for $9,180.98, to 
be paid J. M. Wilson, tax collector of Fulton 
county, on account of the over-payment of 
taxes for 1886. 

THE HEARING TO BE given the lessees hold- 
ing penitentiary companies two and three will 
take place as appointed, on Thursday morn- 
ing, somewhere in the capitol. If the execu- 
tive offices are found to be too small] for the 
occasion, the governor will adjourn the hear- 
ing to the supreme court room or some other 
place where more room will be had. The 
hearing will be open and public. The gover- 
nor said yesterday that there would not be 
any ‘star chamber’’ business at all about it, 
but it would be free and open. Considerable 
anxiety has been manifested by a number of 
people to know if the meeting would be open 
and public, and inasmuch as it was decided to 
hold it publicly it is likely that a large crowd 
will be on hand to hear the lessees make their 
statement. 

GOVERNOR GorRDON on yesterday concluded 
to make the following appointment as contain- 
ed in the ciety, * order: “Ordered, That 
the Hon. Henry D. McDaniel be and is hereby 
appointed commissioner to represent the state 
of Georgia at the constitutional centennial] 
celebration to be held in the city of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., on the 15th, 16th and 17th of Sep- 
tember, proximo. Ordered further, that Hon. 
Henry D. McDaniel be notified of his appoint- 
ment and requested to accept the same.” 
There will be only one commissioner from 
Georgia, and the honor being conferred upon 
ex-Governor McDaniel is regarded as a com- 
pliment the governor desired to pay his prede- 
cessor in office, who was present at the meetin 
of the governors in Philadelphia that decide 
upon the centennial celebration. 

THE STATE CAPITOL COMMISSION will ineet 
today at nine o’clock upon the grounds of the 
new capitol. After the usual inspection the 
commission will adjourn to the statehouse, 
where the usual monthly meeting will be held. 
It isnot likely that anything unusual will 
transpire at the meeting, as the session will be 
the regular monthly one, but ite is supposed 
that the commission will take some action 
upon the death of Mr. C.D. Horn, expressing 
its regret at the untimely death and great loss 
of one who had displayed in a remarkable de- 
gree many admirable qualities and traits. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT On yes- 
terday received the tax digest containing the 
returns of taxable property for the year 1587 of 
Appling county. The amount returned is 
$1,042,862, an increase over 1886 of $69,512. 
This leaves only two counties to be heard 
from, Monroe and Pulaski. The increase in 
the value of taxable property in the state will 
approximate an amount between twelve and 
thirteen millions of dollars. Next year this 
increase will be considerably larger, as there 
will then be quite a number of factories and 
other satercoinns that have been free from 
taxation subject to the usual rate. 

THE SUPREME COURT does not convene until 
the first Monday in October. In yesterday's 
CONSTITUTION an oversight.made the fall term 
of the court convene on the Sth of September. 
When the court convenes a full bench will 
doubtless be present, as the general assembly 
will very soon elect a successor to Judge Hall.

Slept Soundly Last Night. - 


TWO RIOTERS IN THE ATLANTA JAIL. 


Rumors of a Probable Lynching Makes the 
Sheriff Uneaty—Two More Arrests 
A New Military Company. 


ee 


Decatur was quiet bat well guarded during 
the entire night, the. guard being a new mili- 
tary company which was organized during the 
evening, and which is composed of the best 
and bravest young men of the town and 


county. | 
The company will be known as the DeKalb 


Guards. , 

The leading features of the day yesterday 
were the arrest of two negro men, the seareh 
for Pritchett and the removal of the Gold- 
smith negroes from the county jail to Atlanta. 
In the morning Sandy Harrison, a negro who 
was at the picnic and had a hand in the fight 
im the cut, was near Lithonia by some 
officers of that place. After Harrison returned 
to Lithonia from the picnic, he talked a great 
deal about the fight, describing it minutely 
and went so far as to tell some negroes that he 
had been in it. Harrison’s statements were 
repeated to officers, who arrested him. The 
negro is well known in Lithonia and has al- 
ways born a good character. When arrested 
he denied 

KNOWING ANYTHING ABOUT THE FIGHT, 
and repudiated the statement imputed to him. 
He was released upon bond. During the af- 
ternoon Tom Daniels, another negro who is 
supposed to have had a hand in the shooting, 
was arrested on George Wright's plantation, 
near Decatur, by Sheriff Austin and taken to 

ar. The evidence against Daniels was 
not conclusive and he was released upon 


rd. 

The search for Pritchett, who was supposed 
to have killed the marshal, was continued 
during the day. Parties scoured the country 
in all directions but no positive trace could be 
secured. One of the parties ascertamed that 
Pritchett was near . Phellan’s place and 
gave that locality a thorough search, buat 
without being able to find him. From persons 
living near the negro’s home the officers learn- 
ed his wife was busy all Sunday night cocking 
and that the provisions were stored away as 
though they were to be sent off. Some of the 
officers went to Pritchett’s houge and search- 
ing it failed to find the clothing which was 
there Saturday night. The coat, pants, shoes 
and hat were all gene. They were the same 
which the negro wore to the picnic. When his 
wife was asked 

WHERL THE CLOTHING WAS, 
she denied that they had ever been in the 
house. During the afternoon it was currently 
rumored in the city that Pritchett had been 
found near Sylvester church, about four miles 
from the city, and that he was desperately 
wounded. Officers went out to investigate 
the matter, but failed to find the negro. After 
the officers returned to the city from the search 
it was rumored that the negre had been quictly 


moved away from the church in a wagon just 


| befere the officers reached the place. Rumors 


were also current that Pritchett had been cap- 
tured and taken back to Decatur. Close upon 
the rumors of Pritchett’s arrestcame rumors 
that DeKalb county farmers were quietly 
gathering in Decatur, and that they had made 


' Goldsmith brothers. 
' eatur denials of both rumors reached Atlanta, 
| but did not wholly allay the intense feeling 


up their minds to lynch Pritchett and the 
Over the wire from De- 


prevalent. 

In Decatur during the afternoon it was rum- 
ored that a mob was being organized in Stone 
Mountain, and that it would go to Decatur 
after dark and lynch every negro in jail charg- 
ed with being a party to the riot. The rumor 
came so direct that it was generally believed 
by the people. Sheriff 

AUSTIN BELIEVED ENOUGH 
of what was said to make him feel uneasy 
about his prisoners, and he decided to remove 
them to the Fulten county jail. It was then 
nearly dark. He first consulted with the 
mayor, Captain Cox and other leading citizens, 
who agreed with him, and then quickly organ- 
ized an escort. An open wagon, to which 
twe mules were hitched. was procured and the 
two prisoners, seenrely handenuffed to each 
other, were placed it it. The sheriff and his 
posse then formed around the wagon and the 
march was started. Just before leaving De- 
catur Sheriff Austion telephoned Chiet Con- 
nolly to meet him with asquadof police. The 
chief answered that he would be there, and 
Sergeant White and Mounted Officers Harris, 
Haynes, Cason, Hetson and Steerman started 
for Decatur. Near Edgewood the two parties 
met, and, as the police officers surrounded the

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Wine, Beer and Whisky. — 
WILE THE CASE STICK OR NOT? 


Is the Question of Imterest Noew-—The At 
lanta Independent Clabin Police 
Court--The Wine Koons, 


Can aclub room, in which whiskies, beer 
and wines and all anti-prohibition drinks are 
kept and dispensed, be maintained in Atlanta 
while prohibition isin effect, is a question upon 
which Judge Anderson will pass during the 
session of police court this morning. 

The Atlanta Independent club, a social or- 
ganization, has asked the question. 

Something over a year ago—just about the 
time beer was getting scarce in Atlanta—a 
number of young gentlemen, who like an occa- 
sional glass of beer, formed an association 
which they christianed The Atlanta Independ- 


ent club. A president, secretary, treasurer and 
board of directors were elected, and a large 
hall, located at 314 North Broad street, was 
leased, fitted up and furnished. . The president | 
eleeted was a Mr. Wm. H. Reach, and upon 
the night of his induction inte office, beer and 
mixed drinks were abundant, but. no one drank 
enough to show it, The association quickly 
became popular, and upon the meeting nights 
a long list.of applicants for membership was 

> By the rules of the association the 
applications were 

ALL REFEERED TO 4 COMMITTEE, 

whose duty it was to investigate the social and 
moral standing of the applicant. If the eom- 
mittee found that he was all right and not 
inclined to imbibe too freely, it recommended 
his election. On the other hand, if the appli- 
cant was so fond of the beverage that he could 
not control his appetite, his application for 
membership was rejected. The association, 
though soon quite large, was composed of gen- 
tlemen exclusively, and for more than a year 
no trouble was.experienced with the officers. 

The whiskies, beer and wines which were 
dispensed in the club rooms were al] purehased 
outside of Atianta and were paid for out of the 
treasury of the association, which was filled 
by assessments upon the members, An initia- 
tion fee was charged new members and then 
monthly assessments were leyied upen aill. 
These assessments went into the treasury and 
with thefa the rent was paid, as also the salary 
of the janitor and other outlays. The drinks 
were kept in the club room and never permit- 
ted to give out. They were. served to the 
members by the janiter.a negro named Ben 
Cook, upon é 

PAYING AN ASSESSMENT. 

Each member was given a piece of pasteboard 
about twice as large as a street car ticket. 
Upon one side of the board was a mark show- 
ing that it had been issued by the club and 
upon the other side were a number of parallel 
lines equally distant from each other. The 
number ef these lines, however, varied on 
cards, some having five, some ten and some 
more. Whena me was waited upon by 
the janitor, his ticket was handed over to that 
functionary, who would punch a hole between 
two of the parallel lines, the ticket of course 
becoming worthless when a small hole appear- 
ed between each line. 

Several weeks ago Detectives Aldridge and 
Reeves began looking into the club and, al- 
though they ascertained positively that no 
money ever passed between the janitor and 
the drinker, they became satisfied that the 
law was being violated, and decided to make 
acase. Yesterday morning they laid the mat- 
ter before Judge Pendleiou, who advised the 
ofticers to make the case. Detective Reeves 
called at the club room 

AND, ARRESTING COOK, THE JANITOR, 
conducted him to police headquarters, where 
@ case was made against him. At the time 
the arrest was made there were quite a num- 
bers of the association present, some of whom 
followed him to poliee headquarters, where 
bond in the sum of $200 was made. The de- 
tectives who made the case do not know that 
they can convict Cook of selling liquor. but 
feel certain that he has violated that clause of 
the law which pense any one from keeping 
liquor in a public place. 

he officers of the association have employed 
attorneys and will contest the case carefully 
and determinedly. They assert, and no onc 
denies it, that not a drop of intoxicating liquer 
or any other kind is sold in the place. 

The result of the case today will be watehed 
with great interest. There are several other 
clubs similar to the Atlanta Independent in 
the city, and if Judge Anderson rules that
